Toronto, Novsm'jcr 10. — 
Queen's and University of To- 
ronto football squads meet on 
the gridiron of tiis Richardson 
Stadium at Kingston next Sat- 
urday in a cuddcn death cjainc 
for Ihs intercollegiate title. 
This v/as decided by the loss of 
a coin at a meeting thg ath- 
letic directors of 'Varsity^ 
Queen's, McGill and Western, 
held at the othlollc offices of 
University of Toronto follov/ing 
the local team's win hero yes- 
terday, which rcsullod in a 
deadlock bctv/ccn the rival 
twojvcs at ths comple^^on of tli.e 
regular schedule. 

It was sucedcd tjiat the 
Molson Stadium at Montreal bo 
used for tlic play off, follov/ing 
the precedent set in 1022. Both 
universities concorncd refused 
to consider n neutral ground, 
hpyveyer, and tossed a coin to 
/ippi^p between K,inustpn and 
Xorpnlp.

Ill tho middle o: tho eighteenth 
century came Ilousscaii with ethics 
opposed to thoss ot Ilohbcs, he said 
Itoua.icaii, . turning away from the 
external control ot sovereigns in his 
"Contrat Social" says that people 
must seek salvallon froin their Inner 
conscience. In agreement with the 
latter idea Dr. Hendel said in con- 
clu.sloir, ".Nations for their own In- 
terest mujil support each other in 
good conscience."

AVith the Armistice spirit of the morning still in our minds, 
and accentuated by the naming of the Stadium, we found that 
all "we had built up in the moniing was broken down in the af- 
ternoon.

PROSPERITY IN PEACE 

STUDENTS who are now at McGill control Canada's destiny 
to a marked degree. This statement follows logically upon the 
main addres.^ ai the recent banquet of the Arts Undergraduates 
Society where the official representative of the principal de- 
clared that the future of the Dominion rests, not upon constitu- 
tional reform, but upon the application of science to industry and 
loyalty to one another. 

It was further pointeû out by the speaker lha'i. McGill's im- 
portance as a university is greatly increased because of its getf- 
^ graphical position. Situated as it is in the largest city of Canada 
and what may be e.\.pected to continue as the most important 

- metropolis, McGill is given additional oppoiiunities to play its 
parts in the development and progress of Canada. 

These facts should have a great significance for the stu- 
dents presently in the university as the university only exists in 
virtue of its .students, indeed it may be said> the students are the 
.university. To place the future success, or failure, of Canada 
iiipoh McGill .students would seem to be placing undue respon.s- 
jbility upon young shouldei .s but. view it as we will, the situation 
remains and how the undergraduate."- react now to the situation 
liives an indication how they \\\\\ meet their great responsiljility 
upon leaving the university. 

It lias been pointed out that Canadian indu.slry is awaken- 
ing to the fact that goods may be improved in quality and thoii- 
cost lessened by employing scientifically and technically train- 
ed men. Thi,--- result.", from the; application of .science to induf;- 
tiy. The production of better goods at a lower cost means that 
the Dominion will be able to compete with greater advantage in 
the world markets. If Canada can sell her goodt; in the world 
markets greater prosperity for Canadians must be the inevitable 
result. 

Tlie students at McGill University are therefore definitely 
linked ui> with Canada'.s bid for greater pi'o,s]jerity. 'J'lie duty 
o| undergi'aduates is to fit tliemselves .so that they have tlie de- 
>sire and are equipped to solve the problems of Canadia^i indus- 
try. 'J'iie term indu.stry in this instance inight be bi'oadencd to 
include all phases of Canadian activities, v/hether of the Arts or 
Sciences, for the Dominion's future rests to son>e considerable 
extent upon her literature, diama and other activities not cred- 
ited with the direct production of wealth. 

What Canadians read should in a great measure be pro- 
duced \>y Canadians. More tlian ever before university gradu- 
ates are needed in the lealm of Canadian journali.sni, whether in 
the new.spapeer or inu;<ay,ine field.--'. Tlii.s i.s al.so true where 
we considei' lon^ei' work.s .such a.s jiovel;-; or text liook.s. 'i'he.se 
..ihoulçl be written by Canadiaiis for conditions such as they exist 
in this Dominion. . 

It i.s e6,-;';niial Ihal Canudi.'tii univer.sitie.s pi'ovide adequate 
training to iil men ii(;::(lc;d ill ail walk.s of Caiiadian life. It is 
the patriotic duty of .students to utilize that training in the be.st 
interests of tlie Dominion. Tlic j'ewards will not aiway.s be 
commemsUijate with the .labor involved. This moi'c e.speeially 
yiif .^the graduate follows any jjursuit not directly connected with

In Hobbe's day the people told sen 
what they should do to vindicate the 
will of God. Hobbes repudiated the 
Church as he did Platoism. Plato 
counselled men to subordinate their 
■will to th« rul« of the wise. 
Hobbes saw ttat this Idea of Plato 
would place men under the domin- 
ation ol others and therefore cast it 
aside. 

Hobbes is no friend of the pleasure- 
loving. He sees that men ar« Inter- 
ested in several things and want them 
all. He Is a realist and not a doctrln- 
îiirc. FeUcity to Hobbes is e continual 
progress ot desire from one object to 
another. "Whll* watching a creature 
□t many desires moving o'l^j^^'BW 
regions of experience, Ho1>o«b^ 8Ud- 
denly observes a single desire for 
■.power that ceases only with death. 
He eaw the religious conflicts of his 
age as a struggle for domination. He 
called it civil war and hated it.; 
SUte of Nature 

:Thl8 unpeaceful "state, of nature'' 
represents the normoJ state of man- 
kind in so far as men are unre- 
strained by the political -order, Aa a 
.remedy Hobbes set up the secular god 
of tho State called Leviathan after 
tiic ci-eatine of the docp who is eaid 
to liave swallowed man and then de- 
livered him up in safety later. In tho 
words of Hobbes, "a sovereign must 
Impose the law on all and çnforoo it. 
L,et tho 'iaw!- rule over men and there 
win bo peace and honesty". Ho sug- 
gested that this Leviathan of the poli- 
tical Stale was a person althouglt the 
real person on the State was the 
flosU and blood sovfirnlgii to whom 
men should commit «tlicuiselves as to 
Christ. Under liis security man en 
joys peace and can fulfill his desires 

In commenting on this ' philosophy 
of Hobbes, Dr. Hendel said, "It man 
kind is gripped in selfJshncs.i she 
cannot ri.^c to peace tiirougli a 60V- 
crelgn for jpeii will never, know what 
1» right If Imposed from .above. Peace 
can only como through mutual inter- 
est". Dr. Hendel then turned to Rou 
sseau and tiirouffii eyes watched 
tlic suppo-sedly solfi.sh man in his 
c.irccr.
